THE CHINESE. 

We aro informi-d on good authority 
that thero aro now 2,000 Cinnamon in 
town, and that the number is being aug- 
mented by every arrival from Puget Sound 
and California. The legislature adjourn- 
ed without taking notion to check tho 
ovil; »nd it would now 6eoin inevitable 
that tho labor market of the Province will 
bo controlled and rogulatod by a pooplo 
who form tho most undesirable and un- 
profitable olasa within its borders. Tho 
manner in which this class are supplant- 
ing whito labor is so insidious as to be 
soarcoly peiceptiblo; but tho ovil grows, 
like a bad habit, with that on whioh it 
feeds, and wo greatly fear that tho white 
man in British Columbia will shortly bo 
reduced to work for Chinose wages or re- 
main idle. Wo do not like tho outlook 
at all. If Chineso immigration be en- 
couraged, or, at least, tacitly allowed, tho 
offeot cannot fail in being extremely per- 
nicious. Other countries havo tried the 
experiment of Chinose cheap labor, and 
havo found that for every Chinaman em- 
ployed a white man has been kept out of 
work. The strongest objoction wo IiaYO 
heard urgod against Mr. Boaven as Ohiof 
Commissioner was his ponohant for Cel- 
estial labor. It is Bafo to say that during 
his reign at least $150,000 of the money 
borrowed from Canada was paid toChineao 
and by them sent to China. Onco a 
Chinaman's hands closo on a dollar ho 
gives no rest to tho sole of his foot until 
he has oarriodit to tho Celostial Kingdom. 
He has no sympathy or taste in common 
with a oivilizod population. He is not a 
patron of local industries, arts or loionces, 
His clothes and moat of his food aro 
brought from China. Ho ignores hygioDio 
laws. A email house will sholtor twonty 
Chinese, who will sleop four in a bod in 
an atmosphoro that would stiflo a whito 
person. Ho never marries, henco has no 
family to clotho, feed or educato. Is it 
pessiblo for white labor to oompoto with 
this class? Will any man, in tho light of 
tho exporienco California has dearly 
bought, say that tho Chinese are a dosir- 
ablo population and ought to be enoonr- 
aged? Mr. Bunator'i recant resolution in 
the Ottawa House was attacked by the 
Premier of Canada and lost; but had Mr. 
Mackenzie baen compelled to compete in 
his oarly days with a Chinose stone-cutter 
he would hare scarooly earned wagos 
Buflioiont to feed him; his education would 
have be*n neglected and the country 
would havo been deprived of his great 
services. Whatever his enemies may say 
about Mr. Buniter ho is farseeing on this 
Chinese question. Ho recognizes an evil 
as impending; and he wisely proposes to 
head it off by legislation. We aro sorry 
that his collengues from British Columbia 
did not cordially support tho resolution. 
It is useless to talk of treaties in tho same 
breath with Chinoso immigration. Tree 
access to both countries is guaranteed by 
trenty to the subjects of oach; but how 
many white men havo ponotrated to the 
interior of China without losing their 
heads? The treaty of Groat Britain with 
China is like the handle of a jug — all on 
ono side. Queensland, Australia, has a 
special Aot to tax Asiatics, and that Act 
has been assentod to by Hor Majesty 
British Columbia should follow tho ox- 
amplo of Queensland and try and save tho 
white population from competition with a 
degraded and degrading class of labor. . 

ASSAYING. 



The origin of tho art of Assaying can- 
not bo traced to any particular date, 
owing to tho many slight additions aiid 
porfoction3 which it has rocoived from 
timo to time. Tho first work on assaying 
was writton by Agrioola in 1546; previous 
to this date all knowledge upon assaying 
was unsystematic Assaying may bo 
considered as tho forerunner of Chomis- 
try proper, since it was through the old 
alohemists that investigations in theoreti- 
cal chemistry ware first incited. For 
brevity wo will confine our remarks to tho 
Assay of gold and silver ores. Wo may 
divido the assay of an oro into threo prin- 
cipal operations. 1st. Preparing tho oro, 
powdering, weighing and washing; 2nd. 
The addition of lead in some form, for 
the purposo of collecting the precious 
metal by melting; 3rd. Tho extraction of 
the lead, leaving tho precious motal. We 
will suppose that an nssayer has a spooi 
men of Cariboo quartz containing sul- 
phurots under examination. He first pow 
ders it very finely bo that it will all pass 
through an eighty-mesh sieve. A certain 
qnantity is than weighed' out and caro- 
fully roasted until all tho sulphur is 
driven off. It is romovod from tho roast- 
ing pan arid intimately mixed with differ- 
ent fluxes according to the nature of tho 
rock, with a covoring of salt to sorvo aa a 
wosh. This mixture is heated in a sand- 
crucible until all its contents aro in quiet 
fusion, after which tho crucible is romov- 
ed from the fire, allowed to cool, and the 
button of load and precious metals which 
has formod at tho bottom of the oruoiblo 
iB extracted and cleaned from the adhering 
Blag. This button of alloy is thon molted 
in a small saucer-shaped voasel called a 
scorifier for tho purposo of cleansing and 
making it Bmaller by driving off a portion 
of the lead. After this operation is com- 
pleted, which is apparent by tho motallio 
button becoming encircled by the slag, 
the buttop is romovod, cleaned, and ham- 
mered into a ball or oube. Finally, tho 
button is placed in a small bone-ash oup 
called a cupel, where it is melted. A 
current of air is then allowed to pass over 
the melted button; by this means the lead 
becomes oxidized, forming litharge, whioh 
is immediately absorbod by tho hot bone- 
ash cupel. This process of oxidation and 
absorbtion, ogled cupellation, is allowed 
to continuo until all tho lead disappears 
leaving the gold and silver. This button 
of gold and silver is weighed, and tho 
silver is then dissolved by nitrio acid, 
leaving tho gold which is again weighed 
and calculated.

he harvested, will perish for want of pro- 
per caro. No greater calamity could beful 
the country than a chaogo of Government 
at this moment — especially when it is 
reflected that tho holm would pass into 
hands which in the past proied most un- 
certain pilots.

It is absolutely necessary, in tho intorost 
of tho country, that thero should bo no 
change until tho quartz-mining policy of 
tho Elliott administration shall havo been 
proseouted to a successful issue. In tho 
words of Abe Lincoln, "It is dangerous to 
swop horses whilo you aro orossing a 
stream."

Mr. SrEAiiSR: — Your Select Committee 
appointed to onquiro into tho statement 
made iu this House by tho Honorable the 
junior member for Cariboo, Mr. Evans, 
that "a road ten miles in length had been 
oonstruoted for the bonoflt of ono gentle- 
man in Ynlo District, whose namo could 
bo given if a Committoe of enquiry was 
appointed:" aud that ho further stated, 
in liis placo in this Houso on the 13th 
instant, that "tho gentleman referred to 
wbb the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works," that "his informant was tho 
Rev, Air. Tumor," aud that "tho faot was 
patent to every ono in tho upper country;" 
beg to roport ns follows: — 

That tho road in quofition is a part of 
the road to tho Cherry Crock mines. 

That a number of settlors havo beon 
benefitted by its construction. 

That the longth of road does not cx- 
coed.two and ono half (2%) inilos. 

That tho work was dono by contract at 
a cost of §050. 

That the butvoy of tho road and csti- 
mato of cost of construction wero ordered 
by Mr. Boavon in August, 1875. 

Your Committuo roquost that tho an- 
nexed letter of instructions from Mr. 
Beavon to Mr. Jane, tho statement mado 
by Mr. Evans to tho Committoe, and the 
letter from tho Rev. Mr. Tumor to Mr.

Mr. Evans further states — That I intro- 
duced tho subject of the road, and not 
Mr. Turner, as I havo already stated, and 
I deny the correctness of Mr. Turnor in 
his lotter, and I doinand bis presonce face 
to faca. And further, that I did not givo 
tho name till oallod for in tho Houso. 



any object in view, or any prossuro being 
brought to bear upon me, I could not 
have made the assertion, and must there- 
fore gavo it an unqualified denial.

tho goutlomon whom I am addressing. 

I had an objeot iu entering into conver- 
sation at tho time, aud intended to mako 
use of the information thou received.

London, April 12. — A rumor is cur- 
rent in military circles that tho British 
havo sustained a disastrous dofoat in 
Africa. The colonial offico is ignorant 
of tho defeat. 

EUROPE, 
London, April 11. — Tho Turkish 
authorities at TouedoB request in- 
structions from tho Porto in view of tho 
disembarkation of British marines to 
guard the depot of war mntoiial on tho 
island. 

Princo Lucion Napoleon Murat is 
dead. 

London, April 11. — A special from 
San Stofano says tho Grand Duke 
Nicholas and Gons. Gourko, SkobolofT, 
Nepoitschitzky, Shoveloff aud Lovit- 
scky, with a largo staff, and an escort 
of GO cavalry, yesterday visited tho 
principal dofonaivo works lately coni- 
menood by tho Turks botween San 
Stefano and Constantinople and then 
embarked on board the Imperial yacht 
Livadia for the city. Tho erection of 
these defonsos hits caused groat indig- 
nation. Grand Duko Nicholas has ro- 
ceived an order to put a stop to it. It 
is rumored Osman Pasha ordered the 
construction of tho works M'ithout tho 
knowledge of Raouf Pasha, war min- 
ister, at the instigation of Layard, 
who is accused of trying to bring on 
war between England and Russia. 

St. PiiTEKsmjRO, April 11. — The dis- 
patch of Turkish reinforcements to 
Thessaly has boon countermanded. 

A telegraph cable has been laid 
through the Dardanelles. 

Constantinople, April 11. — Tho 
Greeks demand that no Greek patri- 
arch shall summon the Russian gov- 
ernment to disclose itself on tho 
question of Greco-Bulgarian schism. 
Should Russia recognize the Bulgar- 
ian church, tho patriarch would declare 
Russia schismatic. Fresh troops are 
expected from Egypt to replace those 
returning home. 

Bucharest, April 11. — Numerous do- 
tachments of Russians have arrived in 
the neighborhood of Bucharest and in 
several communes of the district. 

London, April 11. — In the House of 
Commons this afternoon Smith, first 
Lord of tho Admiralty, said he belioved 
no troops had lauded on the island of 
Tenedos. 

London, April 11.— The steamer 
Childwall Hall, from Liverpool for 
Bombay, has been wrecked at Sagres, 
Portugal; 27 persons have boon saved 
as far as known. 

London, April 12. — Districts in Al- 
bania on the sea coast and Bayana 
river occupied by Montenegrins have 
beon so ravnged by war that the in- 
habitants are starving. The Montene- 
grins are unable to help them and an 
appeal has been made to Austria for 
help. 

St.Petersburo, April 12.— TneAgence 
Russe makes tho following announce- 
ment this evening. An active exchange 
of communications is proceeding under 
the moderating influence of Germany 
with the view of arriving at a pacific 
understanding, tho natural path to 
which would be a congress. The im- 
proved aspect affairs have developed 
tend to the hope of the Bpoody at- 
tainment of a favorable issue if Eng- 
land does not raise further obstacles. 

Scattered inhabitants of Antivan and 
its whole neighborhood are unanim- 
ous in their desire for tho annexation 
to Austria instead of Montenegro. A 
rising of tho inhabitants of Spezzia is 
hourly expected. Montenegrins have 
occupied the forts as a precaution. 



London, April 12 — The Central News 
publishes a telegram which purports to 
bo a summary of tho circular accompany- 
ing Princo Gortschakoff's reply to Lord 
Salisbury, but which rathor soems to be 
tho reply to Austria's objections. Tho tel- 
egram says OortfichakofF ondoavora to re- 
fute Austria's objections point by point, 
and declares Pvussirt has redeemed her 
promises to Austria, even at tho risk of 
the alienation of tho Servians. Ha es- 
pressos surprifio that AuBtria has not 
seized ths opportunity to chock discords 
in Bosuia aud Herzegoviuia oithor by an- 
nexation or by imposing roforins. Gorts- 
chnkotf, in conclusion, suggests tho settle- 
ment of the basis of congress by separate 
agooement between varions powers as to 
modifications to bo introduced into the 
Treaty of Paris, aud he disclaims all re- 
sponsibility for furthsr complications if 
the powers refnso to agree to this course. 

The Post publishes tho following dis- 
patch from IJarliu: Gorniany has not only 
refused Russia's raqnest to guarantee the 
noutrality of Austria in tho evoul of war 
but is furthor reported to havo declared 
sho is prepared to interfere if any attempt 
is made to hiiulor Austria from protect- 
ing her interests. 

A London correspondent at St. Peters- 
burg suys: Notwithstanding tho gloomy 
views of the loading Russian newspapers 
it is believed in official cirolea that con- 
gress will shortly most. Germany will 
not abandon her intontion of using hor 
influence in favor of peace 

A Vienna dispatch states that Austria, 
in a written statement of hor views which 
was sont to St. Petersburg, not only in- 
sisted on tho Europeau consideration of 
questions at issue, but distinctly rejected 
tho idea of soparato aettlornent. 

Viola, April 9— An American ship came 
here yestorday by order of the U. S. min- 
ister at Athens iu anfcwer to tho applica- 
tion of American citizens. Sho will go to 
Sslonioa to-morrow to ombark refugees. 

London, April 12— A special from Vi- 
onua says the Porte bus asked Austria 
what would happen if Russia insisted on 
enforcing tho treaty of St. Stefano. Aus- 
tria replied that sho would not protoct 
Europeau interests single handed, but 
would protsot her own interests moat 
efficiently. 

Berlin, April |2— There is active com- 
petition botweon England and Russia in 
chartering steamers at German ports. 
Two Bteamers chartered by Russia havo 
loft Humburg with sealed orders. 

London, April 12— A Vienna dispatch 
says: lluHjia's answer to Austria consist- 
ed of vorbnl aoufidential assuranoos. The 
correspondent further says, Austria's 
position was not such as to involve the 
question of poaeo or war. Tho corres- 
pondent believes this collapse of all seri- 
ous opposition on the part of Aubtria is 
due to autograph lettora from the Czar to 
Emporor Francis Joseph, »nd party nlso 
to a remark made by tho U. S. Minister 
to Russia while in Vienna that tho Czar 
was disposed to mako important conces- 
sions. 

London, April 11— At Lord Leitrim's 
funeral yesterday a very violont and dis- 
graceful mob that gathered in front of 
tho church attempted to capture tho 
hearso, declaring thoir intontion to drag 
out the corpse. Thoy vituperated the late 
Earl as an old ruffian and heretic. Thoy 
also climbed tho wall of the okurobyard 
and cheered, yelled and hissed during tho 
rsading of tho sorvice. Several mourn- 
ers wore roughly handled while endeavor- 
ing to make thoir way into the churohyard. 
All of them had to pass out by an unfre- 
quented way iu the rear of tho ohuroh to 
cscapo violence. Fifty constables were 
ware presant, but wore totally insufficient 
to cope with tho mob, many of whom 
wore drunk. 

London, April 11 — For the protection 
of Bhips in tho Mediterranean from tor- 
pedoes a numbor of steam launches will 
bo aout to tho island aud other stations. 
A numbor of torpedo boats wore sent from 
Chatham dockyard to the Meditoroanern 
yesterday. A chartered Btoamer is now 
loading a large nuinbor at Victoria docks, 
tho intontion being to supply each vossol 
with at least two torpedo boats. Addition- 
al 30-ton guns are also boiug shipped for 
Mediterranean porta in London docks. 
Warlike preparations of tho Russians and 
Turks abovo Constantinople continuo, 
Apprehensions aro exprossod in Buchar- 
est that tho Russians intend enforcing 
strict martial law.
